Three  men  are  emplo^T’ed  full-time,  and  tv;o  men  part-time,  in  refuse 
collection.  One  refuse  lorry  is  used  full-time  and  one  part-time.  The  refuse 
is  tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhampton  "./here  a.  man  is  fully  employed  to  keep  the 
site  tidy.  Collections  are  made  daily  from  central  business  premises  and  twice 
;.’ee!cLy  irom  private  houses.  1,000  loads  of  refuse  ware  collected  from 
appro^dnately  2,988  dustbins.  In  December,  1962}.,  the  Borougli  Council  purchased 
a new  Compres snore'*  refuse  lony  vd.th  much  larger  carr^/ing  cai^acity,  and  this 
have  the  efiect  01  reducing  the  number  of  journies  to  the  refuse  tin.
